ASPARAGUS 


BEING PICKED 


An experiment in production 
and marketing of fall asparagus 
is now underway at the Williams 
& Sons ranch’ at Cotton Center, 
where fall production from a 
100-acre plot is being cut and 
marketed in southern California. 

Outcome of this year’s crop will 
determine whether or not produc- 
tion of fall-‘asparagus is profitable 
in this area. So far quality has 
been good, although: Fred Wil- 
liams * states that by somewhat 
different farming practices he be- 
lieves quality can be improved. 
Market reception has been favor- 
able. 

Grown in South 

Some southern California aspar- 
agus growers produce a fall crop, 
however a real test of possibilities 
in Tulare county has not been 
made, even though some fall as- 
Paragus was produced a number 
of years ago. 

Just how long the fall season 
will last is a matter of specula- 
tion,’ If the fall run proves pro- 
fitable, it is possible that fall 
asparagus may become a regular 
crop in the southern county area.

Pheasant season opens Novem- 
ber 18 but long before that time 
a lot of preliminary work had been 
done on this big upland game bird 
by such people as Fred Hein the 
associate game manager in charge 
of the Fresno State Game Farm. 
Sportsmen are familiar with 
the game farm procedure of how 
breeding stock is kept on hand, 
the eggs gathered and incubated 
and how the young chieks are 
brooded and reared for release. 


A great many of these same 
sportsmen are asking why Fred 
Hein has returned to the Fresno 
Farm after being transferred and 
promoted only a few short months 
ago. Many are under the impres- 
sion he has been demoted but such 
is far from the case. 


When Fred left the Fresno 
Farm he held the title of foreman, 
the highest classification avail- 
able at that particular location. 
He had previously passed the civil 
service examination for the sta- 
tus of superintendent and when 
an opening for that position deve- 
loped at the Yountville State Game 
Farm, Fred was given the privi- 
lege of taking advantage of it 
which he proceeded to do. 
At the time, there were only 
two superintendent’s ratings avail- 
able, one for the Yountville Farm 
and the other for the Chino Farm, 
both referred to as the State’s 
oldest, main and the major phea- 
sant production plants.

But no plan was given which 
‘would guarantee operational costs 
to the grower for the other 95 
per cent of his fruit which will 
be sold as fresh fruit and canned 
juice.

MT. WHITNEY 
ASCENDED BY 
3 LOCAL YOUTHS 


Three local youths returned 
recently from an extensive hiking 
trip into the high Sierra covering 
between 100 and 110 miles of 
back country trails, climaxed by 
an ascension of Mt. Whitney, the 
nation’s highest peak, and re- 
quiring 10 days to complette. 

Burnell Monroe, of Woodville, 
Mickey Buchanan of Porterville, 


{and Wally Chrichton of Terra 


Bella, began their journey from 
the Horse Corral pack station in 
Kings Canyon National Park. 
Their packs loaded with the neces- 
sary equipment and concentrated 
food weighed an average of 55 
pounds. 

The first day’s walk took them 
into the Sugar Loaf Valley. By 
the second night they were camp- 
ed at Roaring River. The hikers 
made Colby Lake for their third 
night’s camp, and pulled into 
Junction Meadows the fourth day. 
Taking the trial to Whitney from 
Junction Meadows, the party spent 
the fifth night out, at the Whit- 
ney Ranger Station. 

The sixth day was literally the 
high point of the trip, featuring 
the ascent and descent of the na- 
tion’s highest peak. The three 
were somewhat disappointed and 
surprised to find that the crest of 
the lofty pinnacle was crowded 
with other climbers, who largely 
came up the short way from the 
eastern approach via Lone Pine. 
The hikers reported excellent visi- 
bility in all directions. 

Turning homeward, the three 
camped at Kern Hot Springs on 
their seventh night in the high 
country. The eighth and ninth 
days took them through Kern Riv- 
er Canyon, up Rattlesnake Creek, 
and over to Forrester Lake. The 
tenth and last day of the outing 
was spent in hiking over Frank- 
lin’ Pass and into Mineral King. 

The party reported fair fishing 
throughout the trip catching all 
they could use. The best luck was 
in gecuring limits of Golden trout 
near the Whitney Ranger Station. 


Good Management 


Checks Disease 


Although such drugs as sulfa- 
guanide, sulfamerazine, sulfame- 
thazine, sulfaquinoxaline and ni- 
trophenide can be used to help 
control coccidiosis in poultry, 
Farm Advisor W. F. Rooney states 
that good management remains 
the first and best control. 

Under good management come 
daily clean-ups of poultry build- 
ings during outbreaks of the di- 
sease. Wire platforms under feed; 
troughs, water fountains and 
brooders help to reduce the dan- 
ger of the birds eating an over- 
dose of infective cocysts, which 
cause the disease. Those poultry- 
men using deep built-up litter in 
the brooder and growing houses 
will need to keep the litter dry to 
retard the disease build-up. Sti- 
mulating the appetites of the birds 
also helps the chickens to recover.

So that growers may make their 
production plans, the secretary of 
agriculture has announced that 
price support on the 1951 wheat 
crop will be at the same parity 
level as for the 1950 crop.

ance with legislation which di- 
rects that support for field crops 
be announced in advance of the 
planting season. 

Mr. Spoor explained that sup- 
port for the 1951 wheat crop will 
be at 90 per cent of parity but 
not less than a national average 
of $1.99 a bushel. This figure is 
based upon the latest parity price 
information available. If parity 
is higher at the beginning of the 
1951-52 marketing year, the sup- 
port will be increased.

Remember. To Water 
Air This Winter 


We all repeat, “It isn’t the heat, 
it’s the humidy!” in the summer 
time and forget all about it in the 
winter! If moisture in the air 
makes us warmer in the summer

thing in the house in the winter! 

Adding moisture to -heated air 
is necessary for our health too.

My newest discovery is that 
wool rugs and carpets need mois- 
ture too!

I 
bet you didn’t know that! Author- 
ities on wool floor covering and 
furniture care suggest that at 
least a gallon of water a day be 
evaporated against artificial heat. 
Fish bowls, vases, planters, all 
will help supply the needed mois- 
ture, as well as a furnace pan.
